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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the second Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/809,713, filed on 26 
March 2004. Claims 1-8 are pending.

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821.04(B), claim 4, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 08 August .

3. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious an internal teeth oscillating 
inner gearing planetary gear system comprising a driving source-end pinion, an external 
gear, an internal gear, a plurality of eccentric shafts, a plurality of corresponding 
eccentric shaft gears, and a transmitting external gear, as recited in the claim; specifically, 
wherein the plurality of eccentric shafts oscillatingly rotate the internal gear and the 
transmitting external gear concurrently meshes with the eccentric shaft gears and the 
driving source-end pinion. 



Claim 8: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a driving method of an 
internal teeth oscillating inner gearing planetary gear system including an internal gear 
and an external gear, as recited in the claim; specifically, wherein the method includes the 
steps of concurrently rotating the eccentric shafts, on which the respective eccentric shaft 
gears are incorporated, by rotation of the plurality of eccentric shaft gears, and 
oscillatingly rotating the internal gear by the concurrent rotation of the plurality of 
eccentric shafts.
